State Trooper Clardy died 
last Wednesday from 
injuries sustained in an 
accident on the Mass Pike 
in Charlton.

Report, compiled with data 
from' the RMV, state and 
local police, calculates Main 
Street (Rt. 38) and 
Richmond Street (Rt. 129) is 
198rd on its Statewide Top 
200 Intersection Crash List. 

Sixty crashes were report- 
ed in the location of that 
intersection. Luckily, none 
were fatal. 

“It’s a hurried society,” 
said Wilmington Police 
Chief Michael -Begonis. 
“People get competitive as 
they rush through the inter- 
section. Drivers need to be 
reminded in certain circum- 
stances they need to yield.” 

He is referring in particu- 
lar to the Yellow Flashing 
Arrows. 

Roughly 25 percent of 
crashes at traffic signals are 
the result of left turning 


vehicles, according to 
MassDOT. To improve this 
statistic, the Federal 
Highway Administration 


approved a new signal in 
2009, referred to as the 
Flashing Yellow Arrow 

(FYA). 

By definition, this means 
“left turns are allowed, but 
drivers must first yield to 
oncoming traffic and pedes- 
trians, then proceed with 
caution.” (As opposed to the 
green circular light, which 
gives some motorists the 
false impression they have 
the right of way against 
oncoming traffic.) 

The FYA is part of a new 
design: four arrows for 
motorists making left-hand 
turns (green, flashing  yel- 
low, steady yellow, red). 

Seven intersections have 
been updated to include the 
FYA:

Street

Street

Research has already 
shown a 20 percent reduc- 
tion of left turn crashes, sug- 
gesting drivers unfamiliar 
with new signal tend to slow 
down or yield to oncoming 
traffic. 

Bligible signals 
throughout the 
Commonwealth will be con- 
verted within the next two 
years; it is a good time for 
motorists to recognize the

“A different signal is con- 
fusing,” admits Begonis. He 
estimates it will take about a 
year for drivers to become 
comfortable with it. ‘ 

Until then, drivers face 
additional problems at the 
Main and Richmond cross- 
ing. 

“It’s a complicated inter- 
section,” Begonis said,’ cit- 
ing the volume of traffic at 
lights in front of the plaza 
and the 38 corridor as con- 
tributing factors, as well as 
the light cycle from Rocco’s 
to the intersection of Lowell 
and Main Street. 

Attempts have been made 
to extend lights in some 
locations, however there are 
various lights in‘ a con- 
densed area leading to the 
square, activated by the 
MBTA parking lot. 

An infrared sensor detects 
traffic exiting the lot. “This 
signals the lights to change 
on Main Street so anyone in 
the parking lot can get out,” 
Begonis said. “We’ve had a 
myriad of issues. Several 
times, state engineers have 
looked into the problems.” 

This and other complica- 
tions from traffic signals 
along the state road is a 
reflection of the growth 
along Main Street. 

Years ago, the light system 
- originally designed around 
the flow of. traffic. at that 
time - was first required to 
change with the street 
widening and the MBTA 
redesign.

Mark Kratman, Assistant 
Operations Engineer for 
MassDOT. 

The Market Basket plaza 
saw a redesign, in addition 
to the Staples plaza across 
from it; Sonic Drive-In also 
moved into © Wilmington. 
“Mach time, signals had to 
be adjusted to the changing 
traffic _ patterns,” said 
Kratman. 

So a domino effect creates 
pockets of traffic that frus- 
trate motorists, creating dis- 
tractions or reckless driving 
- all of which contributes to 
traffic accidents. 

Begonis and his depart- 
ment are taking a proactive 
approach to this. “We are 
down there, encouraging 
people to slow down and 
drive cautiously,” he said. 
“We educate people on the 
traffic laws and notify them 
when they are in violation. 
I’ve stopped a few cars there 
myself.” 

The most common infrac- 
tions at the intersection are 
red light violations, tex- 
ting/cell phone usage when 
stopped in traffic and failing 
to yield to oncoming traffic 
when turning. 

In addition to police pres- 
ence, there is an electronic 
sign on the Cumberland 
Farms property adjacent to 
129, reminding drivers to 
yield to southbound traffic 
or stay off Facebook. WPD 
has. also used social media 
to get the message across: 
the traveling public needs to 
pay attention. 

Begonis would like to enlist 
the public’s help in eliminat- 
ing the Main and Richmond 
Street intersection from 
MassDOT’s top 200 list.

thought process. It’s a won- 
der that we both made it this 
far, for the work was far 
from easy, and Tuesday well 
into Wednesdays could be 
the worst of stressful times.

I would eventually stop 
running around covering 
various sporting events long 
enough to take in Stu’s tech- 
nical expertise when it came 
to newspaper production, 
and I remember when it 
dawned on me that I would 
not only be learning how to 
write, but taking photo- 
graphs, learning about page 
layout and producing my 
copy using a computer. 

As Stu’s brother Fred so 
accurately detailed in last 
week’s story on Stu’s retire- 
ment, on July 1, 1985 the 
Town Crier went from 
Compugraphic production to 
a totally Apple Macintosh 
dependent system. The staff 
would need to learn all 
about The Mac, and we 
would be one of the first 
newspapers in the country to 
go in that direction. It was 
something to be proud of, 
providing that Stu could get 
his technically challenged 
young sportswriter up to 
speed without having a 
nervous breakdown. He did 
it with a deft combination of 
shaming me into doing it 
right the first time and 
patience. Stu never gave up 
on me, and we all survived 
the process and eventually 
flourished as an organiza- 
tion.

I did take to 
the photography part of this 
job however. Stu let me use 
his prized Nikon and it was 
like a duck hitting the water. 
I loved it. Stu sensed this 
and began giving me tips on 
how to get the best sports 
action photographs. 

There were times when we 
together. 
Back then, I worked from 
the football sidelines and not 
the press box. I would follow 
the action from the home 
team’s bench, and Stu would 
photograph the game, with 
the best light dictating 
which sideline to shoot pho- 
tos from. 

On this Saturday after- 
noon, we were at 
Wilmington High School, 
and by chance a play headed 
in our direction. The run- 
ning back, two pulling 
guards and a host of defend- 
ers headed directly for us. 
We both misjudged the 
speed of the play totally. 
Stu’s judgment was slightly

all I really needed to drift 
through: the portal to the 
past. 

You could easily get lost 
for the day - or days - once 
inside the 1842 grist mill on 
the banks of the Sawmill 
River. For thirty years now, 
the mill has been home to 
The Bookmill, a used book 
store with thousands of 
books filling the downstairs 
floor, upstairs loft, and 
every nook and corner. A 
very narrow secluded back 
stairway leading to a small 
tucked-away attic area 
made me wonder what those 
almost hidden rooms were 
used for way back when. 
While descending the stairs, 
I hesitated, noticing that, on 
the landing under the shad- 
owy eaves, were several 
Royal and Remington manu- 
al typewriters. For a 
moment, time stood still. 

There are reminders 
everywhere that this space 
was a working mill for a 
century and a half. Just 
walking on the time-worn, 
wide floor boards, letting 
my mind wander, I’m trans- 
ported back. Looking out 
the huge windows across the 
whole back of the mill and 
down the steep embank- 
ment, the powerful .and 
untamed racing river (the 
life of the mill) still runs. 

With five colleges close by, 
the atmosphere at the Mill 
is “academic.” Relaxed and 
unhurried, students are set- 
tled into comfortable couch- 
es and overstuffed chairs, 
drinking coffee and munch- 
ing on organic food, remi- 
niscent of the 1960s. 
tables allow group studying 
- alcoves and cubbyholes let 
others be solitary. 

There are two very differ- 
ent restaurants at the Mill - 
both are really good. The 
Lady Killagrew is very “col- 
legey” and informal. The 
farm-to-table type menu 
uses wholesome local ingre- 
dients as much as possible. 
Their sandwiches, made 
with locally baked stone- 
ground bread are out of this 
world. Floor-to-ceiling win- 
dows all across the back 
allow a dramatic view of the 
thundering river two stories

below. 
. On the other hand, The 
Alvah Stone is a more 
upscale restaurant, sitting 
on the ground level, right on 
the banks of the river, with a 
view just as dramatic. 
During the mild weather 
outside seating is popular. 
And if that isn’t enough, 
there’s a great little music 
store (with vinyl records!) 
and an art gallery on the 
property. You can read and 
roam around, daydream, 
and shake off those psycho- 
logical shackles while lost 
in time - and let your 
thoughts meander back to 
the future.

‘in, Carlisle and just over the 
Billerica line, this 
Massachusetts State Park 
offers all kinds of activity 

options that get you outside 
and: moving. 

; Open all year, the park has 
‘education programs and 
‘special activities for all ages 
and, abilities. Trails are 
available for cross country 
skiing, mountain biking, let- 
terboxing/geocaching, 
strolling-whatever you 
like. The park offers a vari- 
ety of landscapes. Parking is 
just two dollars and you can 
stay all day. Dogs are 
allowed on leash, and folks 
ohshorseback abound. 
“iGreat Brook is a 
Department of Conservation 
andRecreation (DCR) prop- 
erty encompassing 900 
acres, including forests, 
bréeks, a pond, wetlands, 
andia working dairy farm. 
1fhe park is handicap 
aecessible and has a shaded 
picnic area at the interpre- 
tives building, along with 
clean restrooms. Benches 
alsoidot the property so that 
visitors can rest and soak in 
the atmosphere, or enjoy a 
sweet treat when the ice 
créam stand opens. 

Trails range from one-half 
‘mile to three miles in length, 
and are intertwined to give 
choices for the distance that 
‘most suits. Some trails are 
eyen marked Heart Healthy, 
iproviding an easy to moder- 
late route that can be used 
‘oven and over to help build 
eardio strength. There are 
paved trails and some more 
rugged ones suited to moun- 
tain bikes, but on any given 
day you may share a path 
with a horse, dog, hiker or 


baby stroller. Most trails are 
wide and well packed, and 
can be muddy after rain or 
spring thaws. 

Fishing and canoeing are 
also permitted at Great 
Brook; however, you will 
need a fishing license. Check 
with MassDCR for seasonal 
requirements. There is no 
camping at the park, as it is 
considered a day-use facili- 
ty. 

The ski touring center 
offers affordable cross-coun- 
try ski and snowshoe rentals 
and maintains 20 miles of 
groomed trails. While this 
season was not terrific, put 
it on your list for next win- 
ter. 

Great Brook Farm is part 
of the Cabot Cooperative of 
farmers, providing milk for 
cheese and other dairy prod- 
ucts distributed throughout 
New England. 

Starting in April and run- 
ning through mid-October, 
the farm offers free tours of 
its state-of-the-art “smart 
barn” on the weekends. 

The farm was the first in 
Massachusetts to have a 
robotic milking system and 
the barn incorporates waste 
management and smart ven- 
tilation systems to maximize 
energy efficiency and mini- 
mize environmental impact. 

The farm also sells com- 
posted manure to the public, 
has a petting zoo area that 
offers the chance to feed the 
sheep, chickens and goats. It 
is a delight to see the 
Holstein. milking cows and 
calves alongside each other. 
Oh, and don’t forget the 
sixty flavors of ice cream on 
sale at the stand. 

While the weather is still 
making up its mind, you 
needn’t wait to decide when 
to head over to Great Brook 
and enjoy a great time out- 
doors. Check their website 
for hours and conditions at 
Www.mass.gov and search 
for ‘Great Brook Farm’.

Academy Director. George 
D.. Kramlinger announced 
the graduation of the 24ist 
class of the Massachusetts 
Purefighting Academy’s 45- 
day Career Recruit 
Firefighting Training 
Program on March 18, 2016. 

“This rigorous professional 
training provides our newest 
firefighters with the basic 
skills to perform their jobs 
effectively and safely,” said 
State Fire Marshal Peter 
Ostroskey. 

Among the local graduates 
included Ed DeLucia’ and 
Richard Bangs . of the 
Wilmington Fire Fighters 
Unit. The two of them 
received their certificates of 
completion on Friday, 
March 18, 2016 at the 
Department of Fire Services 
in Stow. : 

The 23. graduates, one 
woman and 22 men, repre- 
sent the nine fire depart- 
ments of: Billerica, 
Bridgewater, Hanover, 
Lexington, Newton, Norton, 
Sandwich, West Boylston, 
and Wilmington. 

Norton Fire Chief Paul J. 
Schleicher was the guest 
speaker. Recently appointed 
chief, Schleicher has been a 
member of the fire service 
for over 40 years. 

Throughout his career he 
continued to train and learn 


and is a graduate of the 
DFS/University of 
Massachusetts Chief Fire 
Officer Program and is cer- 
tified as Chief Fire Officer 
III and IV. He spoke on the 
importance of continuing 
one’s training to be ready to 
face each new challenge the 
fire service is asked to meet. 

Today’s Firefighters do far 
more than fight fires. They 
are the first ones called to 
respond to chemical and 
environmental emergencies, 
ranging from the suspected 
presence of carbon monox- 
ide to a gas leak. They may 
be called to rescue a child 
who has fallen through the 
ice or who has locked him- 
self in a bathroom. They res- 
cue people from stalled ele- 
vators and those who are 
trapped in vehicle crashes. 
They test and maintain their 
equipment including self- 
contained breathing appara- 
tus (SCBA), hydrants, hoses, 
power tools, and apparatus. 

At the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy the 
recruits learn all these skills 
and more from certified fire 
instructors who are also 
experienced firefighters. 
Students learn all the basic 
skills they need to respond 
to fires and to contain and 
control them. They are also 
given training in public fire 
education, hazardous mate- 
rial incident mitigation, 
flammable liquids, stress 
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management, confined 
space rescue techniques, 
and rappelling. 


The intensive, nine-week 
program for municipal fire- 
fighters involves classroom 
instruction, physical fitness 
training, firefighter skills 
training, and live firefight- 
ing practice.

House Bill 4056, An Act rel- 
ative to substance use, treat- 
ment, education and preven- 
tion, passed the House on a 
vote of 153-0. The final bill 
reflects a compromise 
reached by a six-member 
conference committee, 
which spent the past seven 
weeks working to resolve the 
differences between the 
House and Senate versions 
of the bill that passed earli- 
er this year. 

“The Baker-Polito 
Administration and _ the 
Legislature have made a 
commitment to ending the 
scourge of opioid abuse, 
which has already claimed 
the lives of far too many 
people in the 
Commonwealth,” said 
Representative Lyons. “This 
bill represents a positive 
step forward in our efforts to 
expand drug treatment and 
prevention in 
Massachusetts, but there is 
still more work to be done to 
address this public health 
crisis.” 

An average of four people 
die from an opioid overdose 
every single day in 
Massachusetts, and the 
Department of Public 
Health (DPH) has reported 
that 3-out-of-every-4 commu- 
nities in the Commonwealth 
experienced at least one opi- 


oid-related overdose death 
between 2012 and 2014. 

The conference committee 
report retains several key 
provisions that were includ- 
ed in the original House opi- 
oid bill that passed on 
January 13. These provi- 
sions include: limits on the 
amount of opioids that can 
be prescribed for acute care 
patients; expanded use of 
the state’s Prescription 
Monitoring Program 


(PMP); and a requirement” 


that hospitals conduct a sub- 
stance abuse evaluation 
within the first 24 hours of 
an individual being brought 
to the emergency room after 
suffering an overdose. 

In an attempt to curb pre- 
scription drug abuse, the 
opioid bill requires the PMP 
to be utilized each time a 
Schedule II or Schedule III 
narcotic drug prescription is 
issued. _ According to the 
Byaukiert cue Omlel- tO 
Administration, 4.4 million 
prescriptions were written 
and 240 million Schedule II 
and Schedule III pills were 
disbursed in the 
Commonwealth in 2014 
alone. That same _ year, 
Massachusetts recorded 
nearly 1,300 opioid-related 
deaths. 

The opioid bill also:

Miceli moving forward on Opiate Bill 


Representative Miceli and the Massachusetts Housé»of 
Representatives received the highly anticipated committee 
report, which rectified several differences between proposals 
the state Senate and House of Representatives put forward 
continue turning the tide of the opiate crisis. 

The lengthy bill included several major provisions, inchiding 
adapting police training to counter drug-induced crimes,.pro- 
moting early intervention programs targeted at at-risk indi- 
viduals, and collaborating with drug manufacturers on pro- 
grams to collect unwanted or outdated medication which are 
commonly stolen from innocent people’s medicine cabinets. . 

All members voted with unanimous, bipartisan support with 
a 155 representatives i in favor. 

“All of us in the legislature, especially myself, looked forward 
to this report with great anticipation,” said Representative 
Miceli. “It contains some great ideas to help continue pushing 
back the opiate crisis, and aims to prevent individuals from 
opportunities to begin or continue their addiction. 

“T am proud of the financial resources, personal, and support 


we put towards recovery programs to help those already 


addicted, but we need to concentrate as well on ensuring folks 
don’t wind up at such a detox program or sobriety program to 
begin with. 

“Giving folks a safe place to drop off medication is oné such 
option to prevent potential addicts from spiraling out of-con- 
trol, and we also are developing programs on the dangers of 
drugs to further supplement our children’s education whelt 
they’re out of school. 

“This bill contained many preemptive measures that: will 
help prevent those at risk for addiction from walking down 
that dark path, and for those who have become lost this bill 
continues to expand opportunities to help them get back on 
the right path. Speaker DeLeo, Chairman Dempsey, and all of 
us here in the legislature really worked on crafting this bilt 
and I am sure it will be well-received in the Senate too” 

Other components of the legislation included the examina- 
tion of other alternative treatment options to mitigate pain 
not based on opiate derivatives, and adding a requirement for 
doctors to check a prescription monitoring database to:pre- 
vent addicts from seeking multiple scripts from multiple doe: 
tors. 

In addition to checking the database, doctors would ohn be 
required to discuss dependency risks with patients seeking 
pain-mitigation treatment, and also allows patients to bar 
themselves from being prescribed opiate-derived medication, 
allowing recovered addicts insurance against being acciden- 
tally administered medication and falling into addiction 
again. 

Another major component of the bill also directed. the 
Department of Elementary and Secondary education to devel- 
op screening protocols designed to identify and educate stu: 
dents addicted to opiates, and provide them with resources to 
continue their education while becoming clean. 

This component, along with other policy directives including 
municipal police training requirements, will be further honed 
by the respective departments among panels of ore in 
each field.

‘WILMINGTON - This past 
Thursday afternoon, the two 
finalists for the Wilmington 
Athletic Director's position 
were on hand at the high 
school to meet with student- 
athletes, the WHS Coaching 
staff.and then parents dur- 
ing a_session that lasted well 
over four hours. 

Tim Alberts, the current 
Matignon High School 
Athletic Director and Ryan 
Quigley, the former Ashland 


High School Athletic 
Director and current 
Assistant Middle School 


Principal in Medway, met 
separately with about 20 stu- 
dents in the auditorium. 
That. followed by separate 
meetings with the coaching 
staff. before the busy after- 


; hoon-énded then a group of 


about’ 30 parents at the 


Larger Conference Room 


inside the new halls of the 
high-school. 

Wilmington Superintendent 
of Schools Mary DeLai was 


on hand for each of the 
meetings, as well as 
Assistant High School 


Prineipal Dennis Mahoney. 
Several members of the 
Schoo! Committee also took 
part in the final session and 
asked-questions to the candi- 
dates along with the parents. 
*DeLai would not allow the 
Town Crier to interview the 
two.<candidates after the 
meetings adjourned. She did 
state-that this reporter could 
ask his own questions during 
the ‘Q/A session, but elected 
not’to. 

DeLai added that she 
expects a decision to be 
made between the two final- 
ists by or around April 1 and 
the newcomer would official- 
ly take over on July 1st. 

Alberts went first before 
the student-athletes which 
was. made up of all females 
except one male student. 
Most of the girls were track- 
and:field and lacrosse ath- 
letes. Before fielding ques- 
tions ‘from the students, 
Alberts briefly spoke about 
himself, his background and 
why he chose to apply for 
this position. 

“Wilmington High School is 
an amazing school, between 
academics and athletics and 
this is an opportunity I 
couldn't pass up,” he said. 
“T'd like to try to improve the 
athletic program, the school 
and this is a wonderful 
opportunity I'd like to be a 
part of.” 

“He -added later on that he 
“lives just four miles away 
and it's a great opportunity 


for my family.” Before 
adding a bit later that “I 
have the utmost respect for 
Ed Harrison and everything 
he has done.” 

Alberts discussed several 
different topics with the stu- 
dents including being 
approachable and presenta- 
ble, while being very hard 
working. He said that he has 
a strong background in tech- 
nology and websites, and 
would want to promote the 
WHS Athletics Programs, its 
games and students as much 
as possible. 

He also spoke about his 
three years as AD at 
Matignon and certain things 
the program has accom- 
plished and improved upon. 

Alberts finished and after a 
few minute break, Quigley 
followed. He spoke about his 
background as well and 
mentioned that he attended 
Exeter High School in 
Exeter, New Hampshire (not 
Ashland High School which 
was incorrectly reported last 
week) and that he was a 
three-sport athlete playing 
football, basketball and 
switching spring sports 
between baseball and track. 

He went on to play basket- 
ball at Skidmore College, 
before landing at Ashland 
High School where he first 
taught physical education 
before moving up the chains 
and working as an assistant 
principal for two middle 
schools as well as a basket- 
ball coach and then as the 
Ashland AD for three years. 
He spoke about his reason 
for applying for job. 

“I miss (athletics) terri- 
bly,” he said. “I miss the cul- 
ture of athletics, I miss the 
interactions of the high 
school kids and not just in 
the gym, but in the gym, the 
office, the fields and just the 
everyday interactions.” 

Quigley spoke at length 
about his strengths especial- 
ly building relationships 
with student-athletes, coach- 
es, parents and others. He 
also spoke about his back- 
ground in coaching at every 
level between subvarsity, 
varsity and a short stint at 
the collegiate level before 
saying, “Wilmington always 
struck me as a passionate, 
well-grounded, solid, diverse 
community (that I want to 
be a part of).”
